He held the legislature 
had the right to enact law- to protect 
both persons and projierty 
He held, 
however, that the conviction aud pun­ 
ishment of the ottenders^should be a bar 
to the recovery of any damages. 
He 
thought it more logical to invest tile 
coniiunf-ione’ * with authority to pre­ 
vent riots before passing a law making 
the couuty liable for injuries. 
However the serious defect lies in 
the wording of the law fixing dam­ 
ages absolutely at #500 for slight injuries 
and #1,000 for serious raj: meet nth ted by 
a mob.

It will be remembered that three 
years ago the city contracted w ith the 
authorities of Stark county, and Liver­ 
pool’s wicked onei were cared fur at the 
Canton workhouse at the rate of |2 a 
week, the city to pay for transportation 
to and from that institution. 
In that 
year four wicked ones wrere sent, fol­ 
lowed by a dozen the nex t year, the 
num ber falling to one last year. 
About 
that tim e some member of council ex ­ 
pressed the belief that the city (X)uld 
not afford a method of punishm ent so 
ex pensive, and the practice came to an 
end. 
For a tim e the fellows who frequently 
find their frames behind the bars at city 
hall feared the city would renew 4ts con­ 
tract when a batch were locked up, and 
behaved themselves very well. 
G radu­ 
ally, however, the influence of 
the 
contract l>egan to wear a wav, and within 
the past few m onths police court has 
l» een one of the most liberally patronized 
institutions in town. 
As a rule these 
chaps have no ratiney, and Mayor Gil 
l>ert is compelled to lock them up for a 
few weeks. Each prisoner costs money, 
and when he is free he smiles beneath 
his stubby whiskers, works long enough 
to accumulate the price of a jag, and 
within a few days lies dead drunk on 
his old bed in a hot cell. 
Then the pro­ 
cess is repeated, the city paying for 
everything ex cept the jag. 
Not BO w ith the workhouse plan. 
After a man has served a few months he 
is glad enough to come home and behave 
himself. 
W hen in Canton he does not 
enjoy the sweet idleness of the city jail, 
hut must work in the stone quarries,and 
work hard. 
The guards demand a given 
amount of labor, and when a prisoner 
is obstreperous there is additional pun­ 
ishment. 
Mr. Peach favors a contract, as do 
other members of council, and Mayor 
Gill» ert will probably ask that body at 
the nex t m eeting to make the contract.

I city prison. Knowing that their worst 
punishment is confinement for a few 
weeks, they care nothing for the law, 
and only smile when the mayor dooms 
’ them to a short time behind the bars. 
It will be remembered that three 
years ago the city contracted with the 
authorities of Stark county, and Liver­ 
pool’s wicked onei were cared for at the 
Canton workhouse at the rate of $2 a 
week, the city to pay for transportation 
to and from that institution. In that 
year four wicked ones were sent, fol­ 
lowed by a dozen the next year, the 
number falling to one lost year. About 
that time some member of council ex­ 
pressed the belief that the city coaid 
not afford a method of punishment so 
expensive, and the practice came to an 
end. 
For a time the fellows who frequently 
find their frames behind the bars at city 
hall feared the city would renew its con­ 
tract when a batch were locked up, and 
behaved themselves very well. Gradu­ 
ally, however, the influence of the 
contract began to wear away, and w ithin 
the past few’ months police court has 
been one of the most liberally patronized 
institutions in town. As a rule these 
chaps have no money, and Mayor Gil­ 
bert is compelled to lock them up for a 
few weeks. Each prisoner costs money, 
and when he is free he smiles beneath 
his stubby whiskers, works long enough 
to accumulate the price of a jag, and 
within a few days lies dead drunk on 
his old bed in a hot cell. Then the pro­ 
cess is repeated, the city paying for 
everything except the jag. 
Not so with the workhouse plan. 
After a man has served a few months he 
is glad enough to come home and behave 
himself. When in Canton he does not 
enjoy the sweet idleness of the city jail, 
but must work in the stone quarries,and 
work hard. The guards demand a given 
amount of labor, and w hen a prisoner 
is obstreperous there is additional pun­ 
ishment. 
Mr. Peach favors a contract, as do 
other members of council, aud Mayor 
Gilbert will probably ask that body at 
the next meeting to make the contract. 
There are at present a number of regu­ 
lars in jail, and it has been deemed best 
not to put them to work in the streets 
with Commissioner Finley’s force.
